Under a democratic type of government such as we have 
in many modem countries today, we place great empha 
sis upon freedom, and rightly so. But there is always 
the danger of confusing true liberty with license. 

Liberty is the freedom to do what by God we are entitled 
to enjoy within God's laws. License is free rein to do 
what is wrong; it is to act freely, but without heed to 
God's law. 

Freedom is a great blessing, and people struggle and 
fight and die for it. We are loud in declaiming any 
tyrant who would suppress our inalienable rights of 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 

Particularly dear to us is the freedom of religion, and 
we brand as rank injustice and tyranny of the worst 
sort any and all efforts to shackel the soul and deprive 
itof the right to worship God in freedom of conschience.
